Homer: Alberta 
has turned a 
financial comer 


Budget update. 

Opposition claims rosy 
picture is a mirage that 
sidesteps province’s debt 


Alberta’s budget is doing much 
better than expected this year, 
but any gains will be offset by 
the costs from last summer’s 
catastrophic floods, Finance 
Minister Doug Homer said 
Tuesday. 

“Alberta has turned a comer 
despite challenges and because 
of the new course we set out on 
Budget 2013,” Homer said as he 
revealed the mid-point update 
for the current fiscal year. 

“The efforts in the first six 
months of this fiscal year have 
given us the fiscal and econom¬ 
ic strength to manage after the 
flood.” 

The year’s budget origin¬ 
ally forecast a deficit of $451 


million for day-to-day oper¬ 
ational spending, but higher 
than expected oil royalties have 
morphed that number into a 
$l-billion surplus, Homer said. 

But the government still 
expects to be about even at the 
end of the year due to the mil¬ 
lions of dollars needed to help 
southern Alberta recover from 
the floods, he said. 

The province expects it will 
have paid about $1.7 billion 
when recoveiy and flood-miti¬ 
gation efforts are completed 
years down the road. The fed¬ 
eral government will chip in 
$2.8 billion under a federal 
disaster recoveiy program, but 
that number is expected to go 
higher. 

Opposition politicians sug¬ 
gested Homer’s rosy financial 
picture is a mirage because 
he isn’t including billions of 
dollars the government is bor¬ 
rowing to pay for new roads, 
schools, hospitals and other

infrastructure. 

The government plans to 
borrow a total of $17 billion by 
2016. 

The opposition said the 
government is on track to 
ran a consolidated deficit of 
more than $2 billion when the 
borrowing figure is included. 

Derek Fildebrandt of the 
Canadian Taxpayers Federa¬ 
tion pegged the deficit at $2.3 
billion. 

“That is an improvement 
over the last two to six months, 
no doubt, although it rests 
almost exclusively on higher 
than expected revenues,” said 
Fildebrandt. the Canadian press

Edmonton 
Catholic Schools' 
$24.lM surplus to 
be used in local 
classrooms 

Higher than predicted stu¬ 
dent enrolment at Edmon¬ 
ton Catholic Schools has 
contributed to a $24.1-mil- 
lion surplus, which trustees 
voted Tuesday to invest 
back in local schools. 

The school district had 
a 5.29 per cent increase in 
enrolment this September, 
a jump of 1,881 students 
from 2012 student num¬ 
bers. The extra students 
and a budget surplus will 
mean more dollars will be 
put back into the classroom 
where school officials say it 
belongs. 

“It’s site-based but it 
might mean a teacher, it 
might mean support staff, 
it might mean technology, 
whatever we need to put 
into the classroom to make 
(it the) best for the kids that 
we serve,” said Cindy Olsen, 
school board chair. 

Other factors such 
as tighter budgets at the 
school level also contrib¬ 
uted to the surplus, said 
the district’s chief financial 
officer (CFO). Some of the 
dollars have been allocated 
to local schools, and will be 
up to the school staff to de¬ 
cide how best it will benefit 
students. 

“The monies that we do 
show for short-term sur¬ 
pluses are really earmarked 
for projects in the school, 
either to improve class¬ 
room sizes, how we deliver 
services,” said Bany Devlin, 
CFO for Edmonton Catholic 
Schools. 

Schools will decide how 
they will use the dollars 
on a per-school basis this 
school year.

Project. Researchers aiming 
to use eyes in the sky to help 
life on the ground 


An ambitious three-year re¬ 
search project is using eyes in 
the sky to produce what may 
be the clearest picture yet of 
the impact of the energy and 
forestry industries on threat¬ 
ened wildlife in northern Al¬ 
berta. 

High-resolution satellite 
images together with infor¬ 
mation from industry will 
also yield the first data on 
what effects snowmobilers 
and off-roaders are having on 
caribou, grizzlies and wolves. 

“We’re going to let the ani¬ 
mals tell us when they’re no 
longer disturbed,” said biolo¬ 
gist Gordon Stenhouse, who’s 
overseeing the research. 

Stenhouse and his fellow 
scientists will start with data 
from energy and forestry 
companies that details all 
their activities, including dis¬ 
turbances such as cutbloclcs, 
seismic lines and lease roads. 
That information will be 
combined with wildlife track¬ 
ing information from GPS-fit- 
ted collars. 

“We have all this incred¬ 
ibly detailed GPS data,” Sten¬ 
house said. “We get a reading

from them every hour as to 
where they are on the land¬ 
scape.” 

The problem has been 
that knowing an animal’s

“You need to match the 
forest condition to when the 
animal was there.”

New report 


Edmonton’s child 
poverty rate 
highest in province 

Child poverty rates in 
Edmonton are being 
considered as some of the 
highest in the province, 
said a new report. 

Co-authored by Public 
Interest Alberta, Ed¬ 
monton Social Planning 
Council and the Alberta 
College of Social Workers, 
the report found that in 
2011 one in 10 children, 
approximately 84,000, 
were living in poverty in 
Alberta. 

“In the province of 


Alberta, the highest rates 
of child poverty, even 
though it does fluctuate 
from year to year, are 
within the city of Edmon¬ 
ton,” said John Kolkman, 
research coordinator for 
Edmonton Social Planning 
Council. 

Kolkman noted in 
Edmonton one in six chil¬ 
dren are living in poverty. 

“It’s partly because we 
are a little bit of a mag¬ 
net; particularly we have 
more recent immigrants 
in Edmonton who tend to 
earn lower incomes and 
tend to live in poverty. 

We (also) have the highest 
aboriginal population in 
the province.”

The prison 
is located at 75 rue St-Fran^ois, 
which is approximately five 
kilometres west of downtown 
Ottawa. 

“The corrections officer 
found nothing on the ground 
in the prison,” said Desjardins. 
“We have no evidence that the 
drone dropped something or 
crashed in the perimeter of the 
prison.” 

He said the jail confirmed 
that no inmates were in the 
courtyard at the time, but offi¬ 
cials could not verify whether 
any contraband fell from the 
object. 

The ministry oversees cor¬ 
rectional facilities in the prov¬ 


ince of Quebec. 

“The corrections officer 
takes this veiy seriously be¬ 
cause they are afraid that kind 
of flying object (could have) 
dropped some kind of drugs 
or cellphone or something like 
that,” said Desjardins. “They’re 
veiy aware of different methods 
to stop these kinds of events.” 

The jail has closed its inves¬ 
tigation, according to the min¬ 
istry spokesperson.

Into the abyss. Bosnian 
pond suddenly disappears 


The villagers of the remote 
northwestern Bosnian village 
of Sanica have been in shock 
since a pond vanished two 
weeks ago. 

The pond was some 20 
metres in diameter and about 
eight meters deep. Now, the 
“abyss,” as the villagers have 
dubbed the crater, is some 50 
metres wide and 30 metres 
deep — and growing. 

“I sat here only a day be¬ 
fore it happened, sipping 
plum brandy,” villager Cemal 
Hasan said. “And then, there 
was panic. Fish were jumping 
out, and a big plum tree was 


pulled down like someone 
yanked it with a hook.” 

Scientists say it is not un¬ 
common that ponds and small 
lakes suddenly disappear. 
They say it could be caused 
by diying underground water 
currents or changes in soil 
drainage due to irrigation. 

An alternative spooky ex¬ 
planation: the owner of the 
pond took it with him when 
he died about a month ago. 
“His daughter saw him walk 
on the lake the night he died,” 
said another villager, Rezalc 
Motanic.

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Report: Transport Canada rail 
oversight lacking in key areas

A rail-safety audit completed 
just days before the deadly July 
train crash in Lac-Megantic, 
Que., found “significant weak¬ 
nesses” in Transport Canada’s 
oversight of railways. 

Those weaknesses include a 
lack of knowledge of rail routes 
used to transport dangerous 
goods, too few safety auditors, 
poorly trained inspectors and 
an absence of followup or sanc¬ 
tions when safety problems are 
found. 

“What we identified was 


that there were weaknesses in 
all aspects of how Transport 
Canada is overseeing rail safety 
systems in the (rail) companies,” 
auditor general Michael Fer¬ 
guson told a news conference 
Tuesday. 

His report found that only 
14 safety audits of Canada’s 31 
federally regulated railways 
had been completed in the pre¬ 
vious three years —just a quar¬ 
ter of the audits Transport Can¬ 
ada had expected to carry out. 

Moreover, “the scope 
of the department’s audits 
is veiy limited,” stated the 
report. 

And eight of those 14 audits 
focused on just the two largest 
operators, CN and Canadian 
Pacific, leaving Canada’s small¬ 
er operators largely unchecked. 

One of those small rail com¬ 
panies was the Montreal, Maine 
and Atlantic, whose unattend¬ 
ed, single-operator train carry¬ 


ing 7.6 million litres of volatile 
crude oil derailed and exploded 
in Lac-Megantic on July 6, kill¬ 
ing 47 people. 

The auditor general’s re¬ 


port, which was wrapped up 
barely a week before the crash, 
explicitly states it makes no as¬ 
sessment of the Lac-Megantic 
disaster.

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Prisons too secretive, 
Smith inquest told 


Watchdog needed? 

Advocate for prisoners 
says accountability 
is necessary to avoid 
repeat of tragedy 


Only an independent, external 
watchdog can force improve¬ 
ments on a secretive prison 
system deeply resistant to 
change, an inquest juiy heard 
Tuesday. 

Proper accountability is 
desperately needed to prevent 
a recurrence of the Ashley 
Smith tragedy, a lawyer for a 
women’s prisoner advocacy 
group told jurors. 

In closing submissions, 
Breese Davies said it would be 
useless to simply recommend 
a culture shift at Correctional 
Service Canada. 

“This inquest has taught 
us the risks of allowing CSC 
to continue to operate under a 
cloud of secrecy,” Davies said. 

Speaking for the Canadian 
Association of Elizabeth Fiy So¬ 


cieties, Davies said prison au¬ 
thorities need to focus less on 
security and more on therapy 
when it comes to mentally ill 
and chronically self-harming 
women. 

Davies, who joined with 
Smith’s family in urging jurors 
to return a verdict of homicide 
in the teen’s choking death, 
said CSC has done little to deal 
with the issues that led to the 
tragedy. 

“CSC cannot be trusted to 
fix the problems,” she said. 

The deeply troubled Smith, 
19, strangled herself in her 
segregation cell in Kitchener, 
Ont., on Oct. 19, 2007, as 
guards delayed going in to try 
to save her. 

Davies opposed a finding 
of suicide or accidental death 
given evidence the warden had 
ordered underlings to stay out 
of Smith’s cell as long as the in¬ 
mate was still breathing. 

“The order was a well re¬ 
searched, meticulously-crafted 
policy that we now know was 
a major factor in Ashley’s 
death,” Davies said.

Smith brought a “terrible 
compulsion” to self-harm with 
her into the federal prison sys¬ 
tem and repeatedly played a 
game of “Russian roulette” she

Crime. 17-year-old 
released from prison 
after serving time for 
committing murders 
for Mexican cartel 


After finishing the maximum 
sentence for a juvenile in Mor¬ 
elos, Mexico, Edgar Jimenez 


Lugo, a U.S. citizen, has re¬ 
turned to the United States. 

The interior secretary of 
southern Morelos state, Jorge 
Messeguer, said Jimenez went 
to San Antonio, Texas, where 
he has family and will appar¬ 
ently go to a residential support 
facility there. 

The U.S. embassy said in a 
statement that it was “closely 
co-ordinating with our Mexican 
counterparts and appropri¬ 


ate authorities in the United 
States” regarding the release. 

In 2011, at age 14, Jimen¬ 
ez confessed to killing four 
people whose beheaded bodies 
were found suspended from a 
bridge. 

He was bom in San Diego, 
California, but was raised in 
Mexico by his grandmother. 

Authorities quoted Jimenez 
as saying he had been forcibly 
recmited by dmg traffickers 


when he was 11 and confessed 
to working for the South Pacif¬ 
ic drug-cartel, led by reputed 
dmg lord Hector Beltran Leyva. 

Jimenez was trying to re¬ 
turn to the United States when 
he was caught in 2010. When 
he was handed over to federal 
prosecutors, the boy calmly 
said that he participated in 
four killings while dmgged 
and under threat.

With no job security or 
benefits and fluctuating 
schedules, temporary 
employment is affecting 
personal relationships.

Take this new survey from Insights West in 
Vancouver, which shows that 88 per cent of 
British Columbians oppose trophy hunting. 

That’s the good news. The bad news is that 
almost the same number—85 per cent— 
think it’s OK to eat you. 

Even more confusing, 73 per cent think it’s 
OK to hunt animals for food. 

If you could speak human, you’d probably 
point out that it doesn’t really matter if you end 
up over someone’s mantel or on the dinner 
table. 

Either way, you’re just as dead. 

Then of course you might be a dog or a cat, a 
beneficiary of the $6.5 billion Canadians 
spend annually on their pets. Still, there’s a risk you might end 
up in an animal shelter, where more than 51,000 cats, dogs and 
“others” are euthanized annually in Canada. 

Be thankful you’re not a pet turkey, especially around this

dead. 

You also might want to avoid being a lab rat. 
As many as 80 million rats and mice are used 
for research each year, and guess what hap¬ 
pens when you’re finished serving medical sci¬ 
ence. 

Yup, you’re dead. 

If you’re looking for some evidence that at¬ 
titudes are changing for the better, wag your 
tail. Not only do people oppose trophy hunting, 
only 15 per cent are in favour of killing ani¬ 
mals for their fur. Good news if you’re a beaver, 
though it might mean you’re more likely to be 
sheared alive. 

The Insights West survey also says that only 
38 per cent are in favour of using animals in rodeos, which 
means you’re less likely to get rope burn, spur sores and any of 
the other hazards that make the West Wild. 

And only 56 per cent think you should be caged in a zoo, 


where you’re expected to spend the rest of your life wearing 
out a concrete trough from padding back and forth, mooching 
for peanuts. 

So if you can get over the fact that 85 per cent want you for 
dinner, you might think things are looking up. Especially if 
you’re not a member of the 21,286 species threatened with ex¬ 
tinction, according to the 49th annual Red List, a census of the 
world’s animals maintained by the International Union for the 
Conservation of Nature, updated just this week. And if you’re a 
Hawaiian Crow or Wyoming Toad, you probably don’t mind liv¬ 
ing at the zoo, because your species is among the 61 extinct in 
the wild. 

Of course, if you’re a member of one of the 799 completely 
extinct species, you’re dead. 

Probably the best kind of animal you can be is a big nasty 
critter at the top of the food chain in an inhospitable region of 
the world where people don’t like to go—like a polar bear in 
the Arctic. 

On second thought, if global warming keeps up, there won’t 
be any Arctic. And you know what that means.

Add to that list this week¬ 
end’s Oldboy, a Spike Lee 
re-creation of a violent Chan- 
woolc Park film. Josh Brolin 
plays a man searching for an¬ 
swers as to why he was kid¬ 


napped and held in solitaiy 
confinement for twenty years. 

Spike Lee says the original 
director only offered up one 
piece of advice. “Josh went to 
Park and asked for his bless¬ 
ing,” he told MTV. “Park gave 
it, and the one thing he said to 
Josh — which Josh related to 
me — was, ‘Make a different 
film; don’t do the same thing 
I did.’ (So) that’s the way we 
did it.” 

Hollywood has looked to 
Asia for inspiration for years. 

Akira Kurosawa’s films pro¬ 
vided fodder for two redone 
classics. The epic Seven Samu¬ 
rai became the gunfighter flick 
The Magnificent Seven and the 
director’s Yojimbo provided 
the backbone for A Fistful of 
Dollars, starring Clint East- 
wood. 

Once again Old West gun- 
fighters subbed for samurai 
but the premise of one man 
playing rivals off one another 
remains. Since the movie was 
an unofficial remake Kurosawa 
sued, won and later bragged he 
made more money off of Fist¬ 
ful of Dollars than Yojimbo. 

At the turn of the millen¬ 
nium Japanese movies like 
Ringu, Ju-on and Geoul Solceu- 
ro helped reinvent Hollywood 
horror.

Hike in the wilderness, 
learn survival skills, or just 
eat and drink like a celebrity 
— and may the odds be ever 
in your favour. 

Hit the trails in Dupont 
State Recreational Forest (about 
an hour’s drive from Asheville) 
where you’ll discover some of 
the most iconic scenes from the 
first film. Pick up a trip plan¬ 
ner at the Asheville Visitors 
Center or use the interactive 
online map (exploreasheville.

Even if you find a career 
path you love, it’s always 
a good idea to be aware of 
industries and roles that 
match your skills and ex¬ 
perience. This is particu¬ 
larly true of teaching, 
which some individuals ex¬ 
plore and discover isn’t for 
them — while others have 
trouble landing a teaching 
job in the first place. 

How do you find a ca¬ 
reer outside the classroom 
when all of your education 
and work experience have 
taken place inside those 
four cozy walls? Also, how 
do you repurpose an edu¬ 
cation degree on paper to 
convince an employer that 
you’re qualified to pursue a 
different calling? 

Most of all, can you find 
a job that will rival the joy 
and passion you have for 
educating and inspiring 
young minds? 

Yes. Here’s how. 

Discover your core values 

Leaving a field for which 
you’ve spent years training 
is unnerving. It can lead to 
questioning long-cherished 
goals in both your personal 
and professional life. 

This may sound a little 
horrible, and ridden with a 
whole new set of crises, but 
it’s actually the best way 
forward. 

Michelle Dunn, a career 
coach and former teacher, 
says that any major career 
shift needs to be preceded 
by a genuine reflection 
about one’s core strengths 


and values. “The next thing 
that happens to pop up may 
not be the best thing,” she 
cautions. 

“When career coaching, 
we start with who the per¬ 
son is, what’s important to 
them and their strengths. 
Getting really clear about 
those things will help you 
leverage your skills to turn 
to something else.” 

Identify your transferrable 
skills 

Identifying those skills can 
be difficult coming from 
a field defined so much by 
what seems like just one 
duty: teach stuff. But teach¬ 
ers employ a mass of skills 
getting a class of 14-year- 


olds ready to sit down and 
write an essay on Romeo 
and Juliet, urbanization or 
the electoral process. 

Teachers research, trans¬ 
fer knowledge, manage 
diverse groups of individ¬ 
uals, learn new software, 
evaluate performance, par¬ 
ticipate in professional de¬ 
velopment activities, facili¬ 
tate, work independently 
and exercise authority. 

They also engage in pub¬ 
lic speaking, presenting 
complex topics to rowdy 
audiences! 

When writing a cover let¬ 
ter or resume, the trick, as 
always, is to disassociate the 
tasks from the setting. The 
setting will change, but the

A successful switch

Of course, the easiest tran¬ 
sition occurs when your 
skills transfer so naturally 
it doesn’t seem like a daunt¬ 
ing change at all.

This may involve obtaining 
new credentials along the 
way, but it can also be done 
by drawing on the extra¬ 
ordinary work ethic and 
nerve honed in the class¬ 
room. 

Contrary to the popu¬ 
lar belief that says teach¬ 
ers can’t cut it in the cruel 
world of business, Michelle 
argues that teachers are na¬ 
tive entrepreneurs. They 
have intuition, drive, excel¬ 
lent people skills and loads 
of self-direction. These are 
the skills needed to start 
something new and develop 
it into a sustainable liveli¬ 
hood.

Undoubtedly, Jordan Eberle 
was one of the more savvy 
picks made by the Oilers in re¬ 
cent draft histoiy. In a stacked 
2008 class, Eberle slipped to 
22nd overall due to his lack 
of size and was snapped up 
by Edmonton while other 
teams had wasted selections 
on names such as Nikita 
Filatov, Kyle Beach and Anton 
Gustafsson. 

Eberle would become a 
national hero thanks to his 
heroics at the world juniors in 
2009, where he scored with 5.3 
seconds left in the semifinal 
to tie up the Russians, with 
Canada eventually winning 


gold over Sweden. 

At the NHL level, he hasn’t 
had such a grand stage to 
show off his talents, but the 
results have been solid for the 
youngster. 

But what is Eberle’s ceiling? 
In 2011-12, he rang up a career- 
high 34 goals and 76 points 
in 78 games, establishing a 
benchmark as a sophomore 
that Edmonton fans hoped 
would be the norm. However, 
Eberle really shot the lights 
out that year — his shooting 
percentage was nearly 19 per 
cent and that’s not sustainable. 


In the past two seasons, he’s 
shot around 12 per cent and 
the offence hasn’t come so 
easily. 

For the time being, it 
appears as though Eberle’s 
production will be in the high 
60s in any given year, barring 
missed time. That’s not the 
end of the world when you 
consider the 23-year-old is also 
competent in his own end. 

While plus-minus is not 
the trusted stat it once was 
(“fancy stats” such as CORSI 
have greater sample sizes 
and are therefore thought 


to be more accurate), it can 
still be illuminating in the 
proper context. For example, 
this season Eberle is minus-3, 
but on a team where fellow 
offensive forwards are doing 
much worse. Just look at Nail 
Yakupov (minus-15), Ales 
Hemsky (minus-12) and Ryan 
Nugent-Hopkins (minus-12). 

Similarly, Eberle was a 
plus-4 during his breakout 
sophomore campaign when 
many of his older teammates 
had double-digit minus ratings. 
Looking at CORSI (all shots 
directed at the enemy’s net 
versus your own, including 
blocked and missed shots), 
Eberle trails only David Perron 
among the team’s regular 
forwards at -0.32. That in itself 
should tell you how much the 
Oilers have struggled, but at 
least Eberle is doing his part.

When it comes to vehicles and 
driving, the cold weather can 
wreak havoc, especially if you 
aren’t prepared for it. 

As a result, it’s a good idea 
to take a look at our vehicle 
and ensure that it’s in tip-top 
condition to tackle winter’s 
worst. A good approach is 
to make a checklist of what 
needs to be done. 

1 Winter tires. Unlike all¬ 
seasons, winter tires are 
specifically designed to per¬ 
form best in low temperatures. 
A general rule of thumb is 
once the temperature drops 
below 7 C you should switch to 
winter rubber from all-season. 
Another tip is to mount them 
on a set of steel winter rims. 
Not only will this protect your 
original factory rims, it saves 
time when changing over your 
tires, saves money (since you 
won’t have to have the tires 
mounted and removed from 
the rims each time) and pre¬ 
vents the beads on the tires 
from being stretched or dam¬ 
aged. 

2 Brakes. Inspect the brakes 
when changing to winter 
tires and replace the pads, 
rotors and or shoes. It’s also a 
good idea to bleed the brake 
system eveiy two years to pre¬ 
vent moisture buildup, which 
causes internal corrosion, re¬ 
sults in a spongy pedal feel, in¬ 
creases braking distances and 
places additional strain on the 
system. 

Fluids. Checking your flu- 
j) ids and replacing them is 
vital to ensure maximum reli¬ 
ability and longevity. Colder 
temperatures bring higher 
demands on your vehicle’s 
powertrain, so make a con¬ 
scious effort to inspect and 
change your oil, transmission 



fluid, power steering fluid, 
anti-freeze and differential oil. 
For antifreeze, make sure you 
use a 50/50 mix of water and 
ethylene glycol. 

4 Belts and hoses. If the 
vehicle was bought used 
and you don’t know when the 
last time they were replaced, 
you should change them any¬ 
way — it’s cheap insurance. If 
your vehicle has one, it’s also 
a good idea to have the tim¬ 
ing belt replaced, especially if 
the car is more than five years 
old and has been driven more 
than 150,000 kilometres. 


5 Batteiy test. There is noth¬ 
ing worse than being 
stranded on the side of the 
road in winter with a dead 
batteiy, so make testing yours 
part of the pre-winter inspec¬ 
tion. 

6 Underneath inspection. 
It’s a good idea to inspect 


the underside of your vehicle 
for signs of corrosion on the 
floor plans, chassis rails, sus¬ 
pension attachment points 
and the fuel and brake lines, 
v Rustproofing. An annual 
application, best per¬ 
formed each spring, will add 
years to the life of your car and 
improve its resale value. 

8 Additional considera¬ 
tions. Check to see that 
the vehicle’s exterior lighting 
system is in good working 
order, while installing fresh 
wiper blades will help improve 
visibility. Also, try to have at 
least one fall jug of winter 
washer fluid in the vehicle at 
all times. And put together an 
emergency kit that includes 
a shovel, flashlight, blankets, 
diy food, fluid to drink, a win¬ 
ter jacket, boots, hat gloves 
and scarf.

Travel. Take your 
time on the roads 


No matter where you intend 
to drive this winter, take your 
time getting there and be 
prepared for an unplanned 
roadside stop, says Western 
Canada’s largest network of 
insurance brokers. 

From coast to coast, win¬ 
ter brings an increase in ac¬ 
cident claims, adds Denise 
Lang, regional vice-president 
at Western Financial Group, 
a company providing car, 
property, and life insurance 
to more than 790,000 custom¬ 
ers. Whether it’s driving in 
heavy rain during the darker 
days, a trip up to the cold cli¬ 
mates of a local ski hill, or

It’s a breakup of a different sort. 

BMW’s newest two-door 
model has separated from its 
former 3 Series sedan counter¬ 
part, changed its name, under¬ 
gone a major facelift and 
emerged as one of the more 
attractive models in the auto¬ 
maker’s lineup. 

The 4 Series represents part 
of BMW’s master strategy of 
re-branding the coupe and 
convertible lineup using even- 
number nomenclature exclu¬ 
sively (2, 4 and 6), while the 
sedan range sticks with odd 
numbers (3, 5 and 7). 

For the 2015 model year the 
current 1 Series vehicles will 
be rebooted as 2 Series coupes 
and convertibles. The newly 
christened 4 Series appears to 
have strayed only slightly from 
the previous 3 Series, but is a 
bit wider and longer. 

The changes that have oc¬ 
curred in the 4-Series lower 
the car’s centre of gravity and, 
along with a number of struc¬ 
tural and suspension adjust¬ 
ments specific to it, are aimed 
at providing a more sporting 
experience along with creat¬ 
ing a sharper personal-luxury 
image. 

Don’t look for any dramatic 
changes when it comes to the 
4 Series powertrains that are 
already in use in a number of 
BMWs. The 428i uses a turbo¬ 


charged 2.0-litre four-cylinder 
engine that cranks out 241 
horsepower and 260 pound- 
feet of torque. 

Moving up to the 435i puts 
you in control of a 3.0-litre 
six-cylinder engine that gen¬ 
erates 300 horsepower and 
300 pound-feet of torque. By 
BMW’s stopwatch, the 428i 
will propel the coupe to 60 
mph in 6.0 seconds, while the 
stronger 435i gets it done in 5.3 
seconds. To help conserve fuel, 
there’s a standard stop/start 
function that shuts off the en¬ 
gine when the car is stopped, 
which of course saves fuel. 

An eight-speed automatic 
is the base choice with either 
engine, but you can swap it 
out for a six-speed manual 
gearbox, should you be so in¬ 
clined. You can also equip each 
edition with BMW’s x-Drive 
all-wheel-drive option that’s 
probably a wise move in this 
country where winter is a fact 
of life. 

From the driver and front 
passenger’s perspective there’s 
little to differentiate the 4 
Series Coupe from its former 
sedan mate. The controls and 
switches are legible to a fault 
and convey a keen sense of 
quality. 

Both front and rear-seat rid¬ 
ers (there’s room for just two 
in the split-folding back seat) 
sit on standard Sensatec (faux 
leather) upholstery and have 
ample views out the gener¬ 
ously sized front and side win¬ 
dows. That’s in sharp contrast 
to cars such as the Audi TT 
coupe. 

Selecting a base 428i will 
set you back $47,000 ($57,000 
for the 435i) and includes pre¬ 
mium items such as climate

control with memoiy settings, 
power moonroof, eight-way 
power front seats, rain-sens¬ 
ing wipers and run-flat tires, 
which gets rid of a traditional 
spare.

mium leather. 

Historically, BMW pur¬ 
chasers have had no prob¬ 
lem adding these and other 
extra-cost toppings (even 
selecting metallic paint is 
optional) and that will likely 
hold true with the sleek and 
sassy 4 Series coupe and 
soon-to-follow hardtop con¬ 
vertible. After all, combining 
significant luxuiy, perform¬ 
ance and style is what really 
makes sets these cars and 
their owners apart. 


Optional add-ons 


Following those choices 
there are a number of avail¬ 
able packages that feature 
items such as a navigation, 
sport suspension, heated 
front seats and steering 
wheel, automatic high 
beams, rearview camera 
and a head-up display that 
projects speed, fuel and 
direction info onto the 
windshield.

Obviously, nothing becomes 
iconic overnight. It’s a term 
that has to be earned, and the 
six-decade-old Chevrolet Cor¬ 
vette is deserving of that status 
and more. 

The seventh-generation 
2014 ’Vette (few multi-syllable 
cars become as well-known for 
their abbreviated handles as for 
their proper names) maintains 
its brand mystique. In fact, add¬ 
ing the Stingray appellation 
is an acknowledgement that 
history and heritage are as im¬ 


portant to the Corvette as its 
modern-day looks, advanced 
high-tech content and sizzling 
performance. 

From any angle, the 2014 
Stingray — Sting Ray was first 
used for the artful “split-win¬ 
dow” 1963 ’Vette — is all Cor¬ 
vette, all the time. The wedge- 
shaped body and grinning 
grille are symbolic of previous 
editions, yet most of the car is 
completely new 

The front fenders and hood 
(the latter made from carbon 
fibre) are dramatically shaped 
and the coupe’s removable 
carbon-fibre top accentuates a 
more angular hatchback open¬ 
ing. Then there are the air-in- 
talce and heat-extraction vents 
on the hood, sides and atop 
the rear fenders that aren’t just 
for show. And at long last, the 
Corvette’s designers have fash¬ 
ioned a breathtaking rump, 


including an integrated spoiler, 
non-round taillights and quad 
exhaust-pipe outlets. 

The sensational convertible 
is not merely a coupe without 
a roof, but a highly detailed 
sculpture that carries shapes 
and themes from the body to 
the interior and back. The soft 
top can be lowered remotely 
using the key fob and at vehicle 
speeds up to 50 km/h. 

The dashing cockpit is 
therefore the design equal to 
the exterior, which is some¬ 
thing the ’Vette faithful have 
waited a long time to see. Avail¬ 
able carbon fibre, aluminum, 
suede and stitched leather 
trim is used, the steering-wheel 
diameter is reduced and the 
magnesium-framed seats are 
built for comfort as much as for 
support. The effect is dramatic 
and world-class all at once. 

Equally dramatic are the 


Stingray’s new bones. The stiff- 
er chassis uses weight-reducing 
aluminum that’s about 45 kilo¬ 
grams lighter than the previous 
steel structure (the Z06 model 
was aluminum, however), al¬ 
though total vehicle weight has 
increased by the same amount. 
It’s also stronger, which means 
the convertible body requires 
no additional bracing and thus 
weighs about the same as the 
coupe. 

Under the hood is a newly 
designed 6.2-litre LT1 V8 worth 
455 horsepower and 460 
pound-feet of torque. The previ¬ 
ous 6.2 was rated at 430/424. 

Direct fuel injection (new 
for Chevy V8 engines) and vari¬ 
able valve timing are key to the 
extra power with Chevrolet 
saying that the torque rating 
actually comes close to that of 
the larger 7.0-litre V8 found in 
the previous Z06 Corvette.

There are numerous fac¬ 
tors that go into the price 
of a new car, including how 
much it costs to build it, 
how many options it has, 
and if it’s imported, the rate 
of currency exchange. 

But there’s also an im¬ 
portant consideration that 
you may not realize: the 
number of used cars that 
will be on the market when 
that new model goes on 
sale. 

“New-vehicle prices have 
come down in recent years, 
and are actually below 
where they were in 2007,” 
says Carlos Gomes, senior 
economist and auto indus¬ 
try specialist for Scotiabanlc. 


“You’ll start to see a change 
next year, and used cars are 
the key.” 

Used cars affect the price 
of new cars—and their 


price, in turn, is generally 
determined by how many 
there are available. The 
prime age is around four 
years old, when they’re still 


new enough to appeal to 
most buyers in the second¬ 
ary market, and when many 
of them are coming off leas¬ 
es. When there are fewer of 


these used vehicles avail¬ 
able and demand for them 
is high, sellers can ask more 
money for them. 

“Prior to the economic 
downturn of 2008 and 2009, 
we used to have around 
600,000 vehicles that were 
leased annually,” Gomes 
says. “That virtually col¬ 
lapsed and has been slow to 
recover, and a result, we’re 
having a very significant 
shortage of used vehicles.” 

When used-car prices are 
high, and therefore closer 
to the cost of a brand-new 
car, many buyers are likely 
to spend a little extra to get 
the new one. 

Manufacturers try to 
keep the difference as small 
as possible, either by setting 
lower prices or by offering 
incentives, so that buyers 
will choose the new model. 

The automakers continu¬ 
ally monitor annual car 
sales and leases, which gives 
them some idea of how 
many vehicles will enter 
the resale market in the fu¬ 
ture, and how that number 
will affect the price of used 
vehicles overall.

is at one of the best levels 
ever, so it’s a great time to 
buy a vehicle,” Gomes says. 
“However, keep in mind 
that improved emissions 
technologies will start to be 
phased into vehicle prices 
as well, so expect that the 
trend of low prices on new 
cars is likely not here to 
stay.”

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In-car gadgetry tech-ing time to settle 


Problems. Complaints 
coming from all major 
demograhics unhappy 
with infotainment and 
connectivity within 
their vehicles 



Vehicles are turning into smart 
phones and that’s having a 
profound effect on vehicle in¬ 
teriors, and in many cases, the 
driver’s dissatisfaction with 
such interiors. 

And the complaints are not 
just coming from grumpy old 
men who would rather trowel 
grout than tweet. 

According to consumer re¬ 
search conducted by J.D. Power 
and Associates, all major demo¬ 
graphic bulges (boomers, Gen 
X, Gen Y), are having issues 
with the quality and design 
of some of the connectivity 
and infotainment systems in 
today’s vehicles. In fact, the 
younger generations are hard¬ 
er to please because they self 
identify as tech-sawy, multi¬ 
tasking experts and expect 
instant action and satisfaction 
with all of their techie devices. 


It’s a case of, “we like all the 
technology, but it’s not work¬ 
ing as brilliantly and easily 
as advertised.” And we really 
want these things to work, be¬ 
cause we’re spending more and 
more time in our vehicles. 

Mike VanNieuwkuylc, Exec¬ 
utive Director, Global Quality 
Practice, J.D. Power, recently 
held fourth on this “in-car ex¬ 
perience” topic at the 2013 
TalkAUTO conference in To¬ 
ronto, and noted that, these 
days, more malfunctions are 
happening in the navigation 
and infotainment areas than 
anywhere else on the vehicle. 

In addition to outright mal¬ 
functions, his firm also identi¬ 
fied a large source of irritants 
that is more related to bad de¬ 
sign than it is to things break¬ 
ing down. One irritant group 
was characterized as “soft in¬ 
adequacies, where needs are 
addressed but not as preferred” 
(I only wish I made that up). 
Another irritant group is tech 
stuff that is just misaligned 
with expectations. 

A lot of voice command 
issues fall into these two 
groups. VanNieuwkuylc said 
customers complain about 
the technology profusely, but 
rank it only second to “touch 
screen” as the preferred way 
to control their navigation 
systems: “Even though many 
think voice command is ter¬ 
rible, they still want it,” said

VanNieuwkuylc. “They’re wait¬ 
ing for someone to do it right.” 

After VanNieuwlcuylc’s 
report, several automobile 
dealers assembled on stage to 
discuss current and various 
automotive industry trends 
from their perspective, and it 
was soon apparent that dealer¬ 
ships are finding themselves 
on the sharp end of the stick, 
when it comes to custom¬ 


ers’ frustrations and learning 
curves with in-car technolo¬ 
gies. Even though they didn’t 
say it outright, you got the 
sense they felt the automakers 
weren’t doing their share, in 
educating their customers on 
how all these complex systems 
work. 

But the dealers had some 
really good ideas about how 
to deliver some of the training 


and information customers 
need. Because there is just not 
enough time to demonstrate 
how eveiything works when 
customers take their cars home 
for the first time, they had to 
get creative. One dealer con¬ 
ducts a “second delivery” right 
at the customer’s home. An¬ 
other encourages salespeople 
to stay in touch with customers 
24/7 via smart phones. Another 


thought that owner manuals 
should be converted to a series 
of short videos, which could be 
uploaded to youtube or avail¬ 
able as smart phone apps. An¬ 
other dealer was contemplat¬ 
ing something like the Apple 
Genius Bar. 

I hope these ideas work, 
and I hope grumpy old men 
will always feel free to express 
themselves.

From iridescent or glow-in- 
the-darlc colours, to leopard- 
skin or zebra-stripe designs, 
vehicle wraps are changing 
the way folks with an eye for 
flair and a few bucks to spend 
are customizing their rides, 
all in an effort to make a bold 
statement with their head¬ 
turning ideas. 

Unique styling options in¬ 
clude the friendly clown-fish 
design from the Disney movie 
Finding Nemo, while others 
like the famous flames from 
the old Matchbox cars take a 
more macho approach. 

Whatever your fancy or de¬ 
sign agenda, the changing age 
of modem vehicle artistry is 
evolving from the old-school 
and expensive paint job to the 
more creative and relatively af¬ 
fordable full-body vinyl wrap. 

Whether for advertising or 
for nothing more than person¬ 
al preference, Bemie Michaud, 
president of INCOLOR, Inc., 
(incolor.ca) explains that vinyl 
wraps are quickly becoming 
the design option of choice for 
business and vehicle owners 
who crave visibility, with some 
flexibility. “Instead of paying 
for an $8,000 paint job, you 
can do a wrap for about half 
of that,” said Michaud. “And 
if you decide after a few years 
you want a different style, it’s 
easy to remove (the wrap) and 
change it out.” 

Through advanced com¬ 
puter design and printing, the 
average car owner can add an 
intricate pattern, a personal¬ 
ized portrait or a scenic look 
to their vehicle that would be 
nearly impossible to paint or 
outrageously expensive to try. 

Colours? Chrome, car¬ 
bon fibre, lime-green, cam¬ 
ouflage; feel free to use the 
imagination. A flat or glossy 
paint look, a combination of 
the two? Again, there are no 
boundaries to these designs. 

“It’s mind-boggling the 
things you can do now with all 
the creative options the vinyl 
wraps offer,” Michaud says. 
“There are tons of advantages 
going this route, and it’s be¬ 
coming more popular all the 
time.” 

Michaud said that the 
improving technology and 
durability for these vinyl

vehicle wraps hasn’t stopped 
moving in the five years his 
shop has offered the service. 

From more-durable vinyl, 
to a growing catalog of vehicle 
templates, to longer-lasting 
ink, Michaud called the wrap 
business a “canvas on wheels” 
and a “rolling billboard.” 

Vehicle wrapping has be¬ 
come so sophisticated, do- 
it-yourself websites such as 
custom-car-wraps.com and 
superwraps.com offer the 
creative freedom to design a 
personalized look through a 
list of drop down menus with 
colour and pattern choices. 

And while customization 
is a great touch to individual 
styling, Michaud says that 
the greatest advantage to the 
vehicle wrap over the trad¬ 
itional paint job, believe it or 
not, is defence against the ele¬ 
ments. 

“It gives protection from 
UV-rays, acid rain, light 
scratches . . . “These give you 
great paint protection. It pro¬ 
tects your investment and 
helps the vehicle hold its re¬ 
sale value.” 

And business and vehicle 
owners are taking notice. 
We’ve all seen the pink Maiy 
Kay Cadillacs rolling around 
town? They’re now “pink 
wrapped” instead of painted 
so when their cosmetic career

ness and I truly don’t see any 
negatives,” Michaud said. “We 
have only been doing this for 
about four or five years and 
the material has already got¬ 
ten so much better.” 

Five-year warranties that 
protect against peeling and 
bubbling are fairly standard 
in the wrap business but 
Michaud said that if prop¬ 
erly installed, the lifespan 
can stretch to about 10 years. 
The ink on logos and graph¬ 
ics tends to fade some before 
that, especially in sunny and 
harsher climates. 

As a word of warning for 
those interested in a vehicle 
wrap, Michaud says to never 
install one that hasn’t been 
coated with a laminate to help 
protect the ink from quick 
fading. 


And cost? A good estimate 
is from $7 to $8.50 per square 
foot for the digitally designed 
wrap with lamination, and 
the professional install costs 
about $2.50 to $3 per square 
foot. All tallied, a full-body 
wrap for a full-size van will 
run about $4,000, a pickup 
truck about $3,500 and a 
standard passenger car about 
$3,000. But given the advertis¬ 
ing visibility and advantages, 
Michaud said these wraps pay 
for themselves many times 
over. 

“You get so much more 
advertising bang for your dol¬ 
lar,” he said. 

So whether it’s to show¬ 
case your hotrod or to pro¬ 
mote your retail business, the 
vinyl wrap is finding a tight fit 
on its place in vehicle design.

reaches the end of the road, 
the vinyl shell can be eas¬ 
ily removed to unveil a more 
desirable silver or grey paint 
scheme underneath. 

If done professionally, the 
wrapping process is relatively 
simple. There are basically 
two methods: partial; and 
full body. A partial wrap will 
“decorate” only a specific 
area of the vehicle, such as 
the hood and/or the doors. 
This cost-cutting approach is 
typically used for advertising 
with company logos, graphics 
and colours with the vehicle’s 
existing paintjob as the colour 
background. 

Full-body wraps are just 
that; a bumper-to-bumper 
design that covers the entire 
body of the vehicle and gives 
it an entirely new look. 

Wraps are also being used 
more on back windows with 
a special kind of perforated 
vinyl that allows the driver 
to see out, but shows only the 
design from the outside look¬ 
ing in.
